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Men residents' 
hear Principal 
in informal talk

The Principal and Vice-Chan- 
colior. Dr. H. Roclce Robertson, [ 
spoke to the residents of McCon- 
neil Hall at an Informal meet-, 
Ing In the common room lost 
night. Dr. Robertson and mem- 
bers of his staff discussed stu- 
dent and administrative prob- 
lems and answered questions 
from the floor. 

Asked if McGill had long-range 
development plans, the Principal 
pointed out that as soon as the ' 
new buildings are constructed, : 
they will become overcrowded. 1 
McGlll would fall short of Its re- 
quirements if enrollment were to 
be curtailed. 

Several plans, were proposed, 
such as building a completely new 
university; or reserving the pre- 
sent campus for post-graduate and , 
honours students, and creating a 
separate liberal-arts college. 

Dr. Robertson stated that in 
future entrance requirements 
would rise beyond the mere 
Junior Matriculation pass needed 
today, "nequirement of first class 
standing may become necessary in 
the future", he said.

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A Challenge to the SAC 

Yesterday, the usual small number of students 
elected a Chairman to the Students' Athletics Council, 
and thus placed another voice on the SEC. We extend 
our congratulations, and best wishes to the victor. 
We also v/ish to call his attention- to the challenge 
of this post. 

The functions of the Students' Athletics Council in 
the past have been of a rather nebulous nature; and 
a mere reference to its avowed purpose provides 
little in the way of clarification. The Council is mode 
up of representatives of the various activities which 
participate' in the program of the Athletics Depart- 
ment, and its ^l^is . "to, encourage a high degree 
of participation^lrmliet^alhletics program". 

Admittedly, the means available to the SAC are 
limited; since the money spent comes from the 
Athletics Department rather than from the Students' 
Society, the Council con exercise no financial control. 
It has only advisory powers with the Department. 
H^ Wha t. then, has the SAC done in the past, and 
™hat*can it do in the future? Many of its functions 
are either unnecessary or duplicated by other com- 
mittees. Since the Redman Band can and does deal 
directly with the Athletics Department, there is no 
reason to suppose thâf^the Chairman of Athletics 
Night or Winter Carnival must work through the 
SAC. The Red and White Committee has token over 
the direct function of fostering spirit at athletic events. 
And it is highly questionable that the Council could, 
or even should establish more control over finances. 

The only role open is that of advisor, and this need 
in no way be a useless role. There is certainly room 
for co-ordination and advice among the various 
branches of the Athletics Department, as- well as for 
an open link of communication with the Students' 
Executive Council. But in the past, these have oil too 
often remained only possibilities, rather than active 
channels. Under such circumstances, it is difficult to 
justify the existence of the SAC, and particularly its 
being represented on the Students' Executive Council. 

This, then, is the challenge to the new SAC Chair- 
man. The Council must be made to play an active 
part in the direction and functioning of those 
activities which fall under its aegis. It must be heard 
as on active voice in every area in which it 
participates. It would be unfortunate indeed if 
Chairmanship of the SAC became nothing other than 
an easy route to a seat on the SEC.

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Cox addresses NDP'i 
on recent trip to Cuba

Cedric Cox, NOP member of the British Columbia legislature, 
spoke on his recent trip to Cuba at a meeting of the New Dem- 
ocrats yesterday.

Cox is also Chairman of the Van- 
couver chapter of the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee.- 

'The Committee Is trying," Cox 
said, "to bring the true stoiy of 
Cuba to the people of Canada." He 
claimed that many erroneous sto- 
ries, have been told of Cuban 
methods of government. 

Cox stated that "he docs not 
know what kind of communist 
Castro is, but he docs believe that 
Castro is striving to bring to Cu- 
bans what they have never had 
before — a solid educational sys- 
tem, good labour organization; in 
short, that Castro is attempting to 
give equal status to all Cubans. 

"And he is succeeding," the 
lOA. stated. 

He went on to' explain that thé 
Cuban revolution is different from 
any revolution that has ever taken 
place in this hemisphere before. 
Cox stressed his belief that It Is a 
socialist revolution working on 
behalf of the people. 

"It is amazing how fast Cuba 
has advanced in the last four and 
a half years when Cubans are 
forced to toil with one hand and 
hold a gun in the other to keep

invaders form their shores", the 
speaker declared. 

Ho emphasized that the revolu- 
tion is a success and that "even if 
the United States' should destroy 
the island completely, they could 
not destroy the seed of the idea 
which the Latin American coun- 
tries have formed from Cuba's 
example." Mr. Cox stated that he 
would not be surprised if "all 
Latin. America blows up before 
long." 

As Chairman of the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee, Cox address- 
ed a plea to his audience that they 
think as Canadians and try to help 
the Cuban people solve their prob- 
lems. "If we are Christians," he 
said, "wt> will put our political be- 
liefs aside." 

The speaker expressed his great 
concern over the hurricane which 
is sweeping over Cuba, Haiti, and 
the Dominican Republic, Mr. Cox 
feels that the Americans will prob- 
ably send aid to the,, latter coun- 
tries but that Cuba is our rcspons- 
bility. Much damage to the crops 
has already been done. 

"The storm," said Mr. Cox, "will 
succeed where the American block- 
ade has failed." A collection was 
taken up to aid the Cubans in over- 
coming this disaster.

It appeared in the 
September 26 edition of the Mon- 
terey Peninsula 'Herald. 

When we speak about football, 
wc mean the modern game, but 
one kind of football or another 
has been played for more than 
2,000 years. The ancient Greeks 



had a game known as "harpaston". 
A ball was knocked around a big 
field. 

The Greeks showed the Romans 
how to play harpaston, and the 
contest became common in the 
Roman military camps, A pioneer 
form of football was learned by 
the British, who watched the 
Roman soldiers. 

Special forms of football 'were 
played by leading British schoobt 
during the past century. One of 



these was Rugby (later spelled 
with a small "r"), which had rules 
permitting players to run with the 
ball, as well as to kick it down 
the field. 

In Montreal, McGill students 
liked the running game, and 
challenged Harvard to a contest. 
That was 89 years ago. Rugby 
rules were followed by McGill, and 
the Harvard players were amazed 
by the gains made by their op< 
ponents.
